Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 
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4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
6,504,072 to Brown et al. 

The instantly claimed process involves the methylation of toluene with methanol 
to produce para-xylene in the presence a P-ZSM-5. 

Brown et al. discloses a process that employs the same catalyst being used by 
applicants. The process takes place at 600C, with a molar ratio of cofed hydrogen of 2. 
The WHSV of 4 is on the order of the LHSV claimed herein. The toluene:methanol ratio 
is 2. See particularly examples 1 -9. 

The only difference between the instantly claimed process and that of Brown et 
al. is that the instant cliams refer to a "start-up" phase and then a "run" phase. 
However, the instantly claimed process would have been obvious because these 
phases are not distinguishable from one another. The reaction conditions of the two 
phases overlap and therefore the process reads on the on step operation of Brown et al. 
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Regarding any unexpected benefits obtained by applicants, it is pointed out that the 
instant cliams are not commensurate in scope with any such demonstration. 

Any minor differences in the limitations of the dependent claims have been 
considered. This statement is meant to include limitations such as the phosphorus 
compound selected to incorporate phosphorus into ZSM-5, or the Si:AI ratio of the 
zeolite. Selection of such compounds and features would have been within the skill of 
the artisan familiar with this technology and would have been done for cost-effective 
reasons. Limitations such as no structural aluminum loss, or stable activity for various 
time periods are considered to be inherent to the reference when patentees carry out 
the process. 

Furthermore, any such differences are deemed to be result-effective variables 
that one of ordinary skill in the art would be expected to manipulate to advantage. 
Additionally, such limitations can be considered to have been simply known as 
conventional to the artisan practicing in the art at the time the invention was made 
and/or were common practices which were so well known in the art that they would 
have been taken for granted. If applicants believe that one or more limitations are 
critical to the invention, then applicant should amend the claims to reflect such critical 
limitations as well as indicate where in the specification such critical limitations were 
discussed and demonstrated. 

The limitations of all claims have been considered and are deemed to be within 
the purview of the prior art.
